peruſal ) moves me to call in a rwofold recommenda- 
tion thereof from ' you to thoſe thar knew him nor, 
who being confirmed in the truth of this Narrative, 
may thereby be won to believe, admire, and emulate 
the ſignal Grace of God in him. 

1. That remembring fo much thereof your ſelves, 
and what opportunity I had of knowing the certainty 
of all; you would affure thoſe who may enquire of 
you, Thar the impartial compilcr hath kept within rhe 
bounds of truth and ſobriety in proſecution of his ho- 
neſt aims, ro advance the glory of Gods rich mercy 
to this choſen veſſel, and by reviving what remains, he 
could colle&t of this burning as well as ſhining lighr 
(alas how ſoon extint!) ro awaken and quicken rhe 
formal Profeſſors, if he may not induce the prophane 
Scoffers of this Age, to a more ſerious ſtudy and im- 
proyement of thoſe inviſible Realities, the clear evi- 
dence and powerful influence whereof,our good friend 
did fo abundantly experience. The trurh is, the Tran- 
ſcriber ( though beft accompliſhed, and moſt inwardly 
acquainted with what might conduce thereto) doth 


and' could nor-bur fall ſhort of declaring the tranſcen- 
tent excellencies of this fublime Sout and precious 
bt Saint, 


Saint, which (till roward his end, when his heart was 
roo full ro hold in what could be uttered ) were much 
concealed eyen to thoſe who knew him belt, by reaſon 
of his great humility and modelty. Theſe diſpoſed him 
rather to receive than communicate, except where he 
had —_— of the former, and either familiar 
intercourſe engaged, or the apprehended exigency of 
thoſe his heart was drawn out to in Chriſtian love and 
compaſſion, conſtrained to the latter. Yet many of 
thoſe precious ſtreams that did flow from him we mutt 
lament the loſs of, through defaulr of careful Receivers 
or faithful Retainers. He was of clear intellectuals, 
and alarge heart both for craving and comprehending 
what was worthy his purſuit: Which being happily 
improved by his Education, and timely ſeaſoned with 
a ſpiritual ſavour of Goſpel-Myſteries ( for obtaining 
of which he had than with others, choice advantages ) 
was a great help to his proficiency in acquaintanee 
with the vital exerciſes and ſoul-ſarisfying enjoyments 
of the divine life, above not only his equals, but ſeniors 
and inftructers. He was much diffatisfhied with himſelf 
under any decays or abatements, till he could (if nor 
alone, by imploring the affiſtance of Chriſtian friends) 
recover what he ſomerime had had ſuch {weet expe- 
rience of. And not content with any artainments, was 
ſtill preſſing unto what his proſpect in the promiſes, 
encouraged by his happy prelibations, aſſured him was 
attainable. He was to this end a chearful embracer 
and diligent improver of ſpiritual opportunities, exact 
in his Chriſtian Watch, much wreſtling (and very pre- 
valent) with Gad in Prayer, and with himſelf in his 
ſolirades, ftriving to diſentangle his heart from whar 
might divert his holy ambition, and to raiſe it to the 
higheſt aCtiviry and capacity for-glorttying and enjoy-; 
ing God in Chriſt, for the excellency 'of the know- 
ledge of whom he accounted all inferiour attainments 
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bur loſs. Whar he had raſted and ſeen, he'was grie- 
ved to fee others neglect, defirous to bring others to 
experience, by earnett commending them to God, d& 
ſigning with himſelf, contriving with his ſpiritual con- 
fidence what might conduce thereto. 

He had a true ſympathy with thoſe that were 
bound with him; Heavenward. © Their preſſures and 
conflicts, were his bufdens : His prayers and counſels, 
their ready afdiftants : their refreſhments, his revivings : 
and their ſpirirual proficiency, his joy. 

He was a fecrer and compaſſionate mourner ; as in 
general for the worlds degeneracy, pretended Chri- 
itians unthankfulneſs for the Goſpel, the hazard run 
by innumerable precious ſouls; fo eſpecially for rhe 
dreadful Apoſtacies of ſome ; rhe then threatning de- 
cay and growing formaliry of. others, ſometime ſeem- 
ingly ; forward ; , which brought him nigher to God, 
and more inflamed his holy zeal. Bur this chiefly was 
carried ont ro advance the:power of Religion 'in-the 
family and perſons he was peculiarly related ro'5 ap- 
prehending there to lie his beſt opporranities as well 
as ſtrongett obligations. And his ſuccels was very 
encouraging. | 
-', This 1s part of what I knew of hin at Cambridge, 
who refer you for farther reviving your remembrance 
0 the Narrative. Bur both his fpiricual receipts and 
expences were much increaſed the rwo laſt years of 
his life, when I had not opportunity of perfonat-cor- 
verſe with him. And by rcafon of our diſtance (and 
at that time ignorance of his weak condition) 1 was 
not ſa happy as to ſhare. in the priviledge of 'thoſe

Afcer alittle comtinuance at'Eton he obtained 
leave af | bis Maſter & $0 to Oxford, to'periect 
himſelf in the ſtudy ,of Mathematicks, where 
being owned by that great Scholar Dr. Ward, 
one of the Profeſſors of the Univerſity, he at- 
tained to a ſtrange exadnels in that Fudy, no- 
thing being within the' reach of a,man but he 
would undertake and graſp. That great Dottor 
gave him great help and encouragement; and 
looked upon him as one of the wonders of bis age; 
loved him dearly, and could for ſome tune or 
his death ſcarce mention his name wichout rears. 
When he had ſpent about a quarter of a year 
wich Dr. Ward at Oxford, he was commanded 
to return again to Eton, where he {oon gave 
proof of his great improvement of ;his time 
while he was abſent, by making an Almanack,

IT wiſh (ſaid he) I beg you, to keep 
your '1na#i!s in a ſubmiſſive frame to, the will of 
God concerning me. "Tae Lord take you nearer 
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to-himſelf, that you may walk w:th; him; to 
whom if 1.go, before, 1 hope you will follow af: 
ter; © Yer after this,' he *was through' mercy 
firiely recovered, andhis friends were not with- 
out ſome hopes of his living to b2 eminently 
inftrumental for God's Glory in his Genera- 
c10n, 

Aﬀer he was recovered in ſome meaſure, he 
fell again to hls former 'praQice' of, engaging 
deeply inthe ſecret and great duties of Religion, 
which the conſtantly praftiſed ( except when 
God diſcharged him by ſickneſs: ) ſecrer prayer, 
at leaſt three times a day, loraetimes ſeven times, 
yea more : beſides Family and Colledge-duties, 
which were before hinted, he ſet apart an hour 
every day for ſetand folemn Medication;which

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CHAP. XVL

O R the latter part of his Life, he lived 
like a man that was quite weary of the 
World, and that looked upon himſelf as a ftran- 
ger here, and that lived in the conſtant ſight of 
a better World.

joyed thole comforts frequently,” which othef 
Chriſtians rarely meet with. His graces and ex- 
p2riences toward his end grew to aſtoniſhment. 
His faith got up to a full aſſurance; his deſires 
into a kind of injoyment and delight. He was oft 
brought inco the Banquetting-houle, and there ' 
Chriſt's Banner over him was love; and he fate 
down under his ſhadow with great:delight,and 
his fruit was pleaſant unto his caſt, His eyes be- 
held che King in his beauty,and while he fate at 
his Table, his ſpikenard did ſend forth its plea- 
{ant \mell: he had frequent Viiions of Glory,and 
this Fobr lay in the boſom of his Maſter, and was 
{ure a very beloved Diſciple,and highly favour- 
ed. His Lord ofc called him up to the Mount to 
him, and let him ſee his excellent glory. O the 
ſweec foretaſts that he had of thoſe plcaſures 
that are ac the right hand of God!- How ofc 
was he fcaſted with the feaſt of fat chings,thole 
Wines on the lees well refined ; and ſometimes 
he was like a Giant refreiht with new Wine, re- 
joicing to run the race that was ſer before him, F- 
whether of doing or of ſuffering. He was even 
ſick of love, and he could ſay to the poor

For (everal weeks together, I never heard 
the leaſt word that ſavoured of any complain 
or wearinels under the hand of God, except hi 
eager deſire to be with Chriſt be counted co 
plaining. and his haſt to be in Heaven, be calle 
impatience. Now's the time when one might 
have ſeen Heaven and the Glory of another 
World realized to ſenſe. His Faith grew exceed 
ingly, and his Love wasproportionable, and hi 
Joys were equal to both. 

Oh therareattainments! The high and divine 
expreſſions, that dropped from his mouth! 
have not words to expreſs what a ſtrange, tri 
umphant, angelical frame, he was in, for ſome 
contiderable time together. It was a very Hea- 
ven upon Earth,to ſee and hear a man admiring 
God at ſuch a rate, as I never heard any, nor 
ever expect to hear or ſee more, till-I come to 
Heaven. Thoſe that did nor ſee, cannot well 
Eonceive, what a (weet frame he was in, for at 
leaft fix weeks before he died. His foul was 
almoſt always filled with thoſe joys unſpeak- 
able and full of glory. How oft would he cry 
out; .Oh, that I could but let you know what [ 
zow feel !
